A HOLOCAUST 


Terrible Fire on Main Street 
This Afternoon: 


The Shapleigh & Cantwell Building 
Falls Down 


And Starts a Fire in Which Many: Lives 
Are Probably Lost. 


A Dozen Persons Probably Buried 
in the Ruins. 


List of Employes who Escaped with Ter- 
rible Injuries — Firemen Hurt — The 
Flames Spread Across the Street—Total 
Loss Probably $500,000—The Fire Under 
Control at 3:30 P. M. 


At 2:20 o’clock this afternoon the fourth 
floor of the A. F. Shapdpigh & Cant- 
well Hardware Company’s store, 
414-416-418-420 North Main street, caved 
in. The floor was loaded with agricultural 
implementsand the break extended through 
the third floor, loaded with shelf goods. and the 
second floor loaded with sample goodsto the 
first. Whether the first floor cavedin or not 
cannot now de stated. In the  base- 
ment the boilers set fire to the 
debris, and in a very few 
moments the entire mass was burning. Most 
of the inmates of the building escaped with- 
out injury or with slight bruises. Imme- 
diately aiter the cave-in 

W. r. SCANLAN 
of the Rumford Ohemical Works, ran up to 
the fourth floor. He could see no persons in 
the ruins, and finding no use for his services 
there he attempted to leave. He was caught 
in a supplementel collapse and received a 
slight injury on his left hand. 

W. B. KINKEAD, 
an employee of the hardware company, was 


Standing in the archway between 416 and 418 


on the first floor. He saw the floors falling 
and escaped with a few slight bruises, He 
says that there were upon the fourth floor the 
following persons: 

LARRY GARTLAND, who escaped uninjured. 

JOB FURLONG, who was taken from the ruins 
and has probably suffered fracture of one leg. 

FRED MCINTYRE, uninjured. 

STEVE, a laborer, uninjured. 

Faak MossMAN, who has not been heard of 
since the accident. 

All of the men onthe 

THIRD FLOOR 
escaped into No. 4l4and none were injured. 

On the second floor,——Keifer, John Cantwell, 
Chas. Orrick, —— Slevin escaped uninjured. 

H. E. WitMoT, who was on this floor, is 
missing. 

ON THE FIRST FLOOR 
it isnot known who was caught, but Charles 
Reed, the office boy, has not been seen since, 
and it is thought he is in the ruins, 

— CARPENTER was taken from the ruins 
badly bruised, and it is thought he has suf 
fered internal injuries. 

Jack LEHMANN escaped with a gashin his 
head. 

Immediately after the cave-in flames 
mounted through the heaped-up pile of lum- 
ber that had fallen fiom the upper floors with 
startling rapidity. The Fire Depart- 
ment was represented by two engines 
and a Hayes truck before the alarm 
had ceased striking, and two streams were 
immediately turned upon the building. The 
heat was intense, and engine companies as 
they arrived busied themselves pouring water 
on buildings adjacent. Water poured in upon 
the hardware ruin seemed to add to 
rather than diminish the fury of the flames, 
and none but firemen could keep positions 
within fifty feet of the burning building. 
About fifteen minutes after the fire began 

THE FRONT OF NO. 420 
North Main, fell, expdsing the burning refuse 
piled within. There was nota stick standing 
between No. 416 and the south wall of No. 422. 
There was no partition wall between No.418 and 
No. 420, the floors being supported by slender 
tron pillars, The flames increased in No. 416, 
when that portion of the front wall fell and 
the remainder of the front wall trembled. 
The increase of the flames warned Chief Lind- 
say of a probable spread, and 
A GENERAL ALARM 

was sounded, attracting the entire depart- 
mentto the scene. There was no hope of 
saving any portion of the Shapleigh building 
andthe only work upon the fire there was 
directed to subduing the flames and prevent- 
ing their spreading to the adjoining buildings. 

Shortly after engines, Nos.6 and 2 got to 
work on Locust street, the hose of No. 6 burst,

building. The blase increased In warmth 


until the crowd had to flee, and many received 


began on the north side of 490 near the wall 
dividing 422 from the rest of the dulld- 
ing. It extended rapidly southward, floors 
going down in rapid succession. The heaviest 
weighton the top floor wason the fourth 
floor near the dividing wall mentioned. 
It consisted of agricultural’ implements. 
THE FIRE LADDIES’ WORK. 

The work of the Fire Department was some- 
thing miraculous. Men stood within twenty 
feet of the burning mass with the 
hugh lines of hose emptying their 
contents. into the roaring furnace. The 
Shapleighs were just returning from dinner 
when the fire occurred, and were dazed by the 
sight that mettheir eyes. Messrs. Frank and 
Gus Shapleigh estimate the 

VALUE OF THE STOCK 
at $500,000 and it is a total loss. The buildings 
belong to several different parties and measure 
125 feet on Main street and 100 feet on Vine 
street, and were all four stories high. The 
loss on the buildings will aad nearly $60,000 
more to the total loss. 
THE MISSING. 

Mr. Shapleigh said he didn’t think there 
were any lives lost, but he had no way of 
telling. 

Gus Branconier, one of the entry clerks, 
said everybody on the first floor got out, he 
thinks. 

Barney McKernan of Hook and Ladder No. 8 
had his hands and face severely burned while 
on top of the ladder. . 

THE ROOF CAVES IN. 

At 2:25 the roof of the Shapleigh & Cantwell 
building fell with a loud crash. The firemen 
were atthe time fighting only with a view to 
keep the blaze within its limits. 

At 2:30 the north wall fell. At this time the 
roofs of all surrounding buildings were smok- 
ing. On the root of J. L. Peters’ saddlery factory 
a stream was being played, as a small blaze 
was seen breaking from the roof near 
the cornice, Firemen were on the 
roof of J. & J. SBeakey’s, which 
is immediately to the south of the 
burning building. Just across the street, on 
the southwest corner of Main and Vine, are 
the stores of the Roch Island 
Plow. Company, Martin Fowler & Co. 
and Houston, Meeks & Co. The 
blaze several times started to lick the com- 
bustible material of the cornices and roofs of 
these places, but were immediately quenched. 
After the falling of the walls 
the danger was materially lessened, and 
the fire chiefs expressed the belief that the 
surrounding buildings were safe. The danger 
on the east was to the property 
occupied ty Degnan & Maginnis’ collar 
factory. The attention of the department was 
turned to saving this building, which several 
times seemed sure of destruction. The 
Hays Hook and Ladder truck, No. 38, 
got its apparatus into position at the 
intersection of Main and Vine and carried a 
line of hose to the level of the roof of Peters 
& Co. and Goelitz Bros’. candy factory, which 
was threatened on the north. 

A FUSILADB. 

During the fire there was a constant fusilade 
of cartridges which were stored in the burn- 
ing building. Much consternation was created 
by their explosions, but the walls prevented 
injury to any one by stopping the bullets, and 
after the fall of the walls only the muffled

At 3:30 the fire was well under boden. 
damage to buildings other than the Shapleigh 
edifice will probably be comparatively small. 
Rothan & Co., wholesale saddlery, were pret- 
ty well fooded with water. J. &J. Beakey 
& Oo. have probably suffered more 
than any one else, as their building 
adjoined Shapleigh’s. John Owens suffers 
slight damage from fire and water. Hay- 
ward & Co. are damaged by 
water, and the building they 
occupied is pretty badly burned above. One 
or two other large buildings are scorched, but 
their contents are comparatively uninjured. 

THE CROWD — 
together by the general alarm 
and dy the sight of the flames 
and smoke was enormous. It 
blocked Locust street, Vine street and Main 
street, above and below, crowding as 
near to the burning building as 
the intense heat would permit. The 
crowd was well managed, and there were no 
accidents from panic though some were in- 
jared by falling sparks. 
MR. FRANK SHAPLEIGH 

said: ‘‘The roof fell in first and exploded a 
lot of cartridges. It is my opinion that a num- 
ber of clerks were in the imme- 
diate neighborhood at the time and I fear 
that some of them were injured. I 
wish you would publish a ro- 
quest that employes report at the 
Post-DISPATCH Office as soon as possible, so 
that we can find out just how many are miss

Rents in the County of 
Mayo are being paid to the trustees with 
aiacrity. To this cry the West is awaking. 
Bishops and their administrators are presiding 
over the collection of rents. Dillon's progress 
is described by a special correspondent as 
being no less triumphant than Gladstone’s 
through the north of England. 

THE BULGARIAN MUDDLE. 

The Bulgarian question has seemed much 
more capable of solution during the last day 
or two than for a long time past. The recep- 
tion of the delegates, though unofficial, by the 
Russian Ambassador Vienna, shows con- 
spicuously that the Ozar is beginning 
to see the necessity of some appearance 
ot conciliation. The delegation was greatly 
enceuraged by Kalnoky’s assurances to them 
that the powers would approve no candidate 
for the throne of Bulgaria who was obnoxious 
to the Bulgarian people. This morning news 
comes from Sofiathat if the powersdo not 
recommend a candidate, which they will not 
do, afresh assembly will be convoked with 
the object of re-electing Prince Alexander.

Boulanger has secured the 
acoeptance of his own terms for supporting 
the Oabinet, namely a bill to reorganize the 
army and to appropriate £12,000,000 for 
arms ot a now model, which must, of course, 
facrease the irritation in Germany. 

From Berlin assurance comes that the new 
army bill is certain to pass with slight modifi- 
cations if any. 

From Odessa correspondents telegraph that 
most of city granaries are being converted 
rapidly into military quarters and 75,000 troops 
areto pass the winter there.

greenbacks.Mr. Reed said that it would require 


@ reserve ot $500,000,000 as a basis for the issu- 
ing of the gol d silver certificates planned. 
He was not @rtain but that this was a very 
good nano proposition. He said there 
werea good’ many financial students in the 
country who could not get over the idea that 
the greenbacks made up an element of weak- 
ness and that it would be more in accordance 
with sound financial ideas to get rid of them 
and have in their place gold and silver certifi- 
cates based upon the actual coin held in the 


ury. 

A friend of Mr. Randall’s said: ‘‘Mr. Ran- 
dall is confident that Mr. Morrison cannot se- 
cure consideration for his tariff bill.

It is probable that if Mr. Morrison insists 
upon considergtion of his measure, any at- 
tempt to redu * lus b cutting own 
tariff taxes will fail. he agitation relative 
to tariff legislation, which began the second 
day of the present session, has had the effect 
of convening any number of conferences. The 
rooms of Mr. Adoo and Mr. Randall have been 
utilized by the element opposed to a general 
disturbance of the present tariff, while Mr. 
Morrison's rooms and Mr, Carlisie’s are the 
centers of attention for the members who are 
following free-trade leaders on this issue, 

Of course, it is yet a question of ddéubt 
whether any tariff legislation will be accom- 
plished by the present Congress. There is a 
strong disposition todo something, inasmuch 
as the inegualities of the present tariff are 
recognized by all sides. There is a large con- 
tingent of both parties who demand free wool. 
On the other hand, many Republicans who 
are in oyna tay with Mr. Randall hesitate to 
adopt bill on account of disinclination to 
support anything which a Democrat may 
bring forward. 

MORRISON CONFIDENT. 

Mr. Morrison, who will call up his bill next 
week, is confident that he will be able to get 
it up for consideration, basing his opinion on 
the vote by which his object was defeated at 
the last sesslon. On that occasion the adverse 
majority was 17. Since that time three op- 
ponents of the bill have died and will Lave no 
successors in the present Co ess. These 
are Arnot and Dowdney of New York and Price 
ot Wisconsin.

But certain it is that no American can 
read without a thrill of national pride the 
remark of the St. Petersburg Novoe 
Vremya, that the American Kepublic, 
“which keeps no navy, and an army of 
“only about two divisions, enjoys the full- 
“est security, and no ome dares to attack 
“her or to touch American citizens, who 
“are engaged in business in every part of 


“the world.“ So long as this is true it is a } 


thing to be prouder of than of the most 
invincible navy, and the moral grandeur 
of it is worth more to the world and to 
the cause of humanity and civilization 
than all the grand armies of Europe. 

Why should we now withdraw this in- 
sviring spectacle from the world’s gaze 
and present instead the pictare of a full- 
grown giant among nations, trembling at 
dangers which he feared not and easily 
repelled when he was but a sprawling in- 
fant? If a few ill-armed militia and flat- 
boatmen hastily assembled by Gen. Ja- 
SON saved the only one of our cities that 
ever was for a moment in danger from 
PAKENHAM’sS British army, and if Great 
Britain’s tremendous naval superiority 
could not seriously endanger Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and Baltimore in 
the war of 1812, what force could 
take any of those cities now when 
our railroads could in a few days 
concentrate millions of volunteers for 
the defense of either? As for threat- 
ening either of them with bombardment 
asa means of extorting some concession 
suddenly demanded from us, which of the 
naval powers is likely to have any occasion 
for that sortof thing, or could afford to 
provoke the reprisal which we would have 
the power soon to inflict? Any danger of 
such a surprise isso remote, and science 
is so rapidly changing the appliances of 
offense and defense, that any new de- 
fenses we may construct now are almost 
sure to be clean out of date and useless 
before we can possibly need them. 

The mainstay of German unity and as- 
cendency in Europe to-day is in the men- 
acing armament of France. If the latter 
would count up how much it has cost her 
in the current century and how little it 
has contributed to her safety or prosper- 
ity, and could persuade herself to apply 
the men and means of her military estab- 
lishment to the extension of her industries 
and commerce, her republican example 
would strike a deadlier blow at Bis- 
Mance’s empire of blood and tron than 
could be strieken by the combined armies 
of France and Russia. Commerce and 
honest friendship with all nations are a 
better protection than coast fortifications. 
Soldiers busy on the farm and in the work- 
shop are a cheaper and better defense of 
rich and populous republics than soldiers 
in barracks and forts.

Mme DEULEZEEP Seas is watching 
from Paris the effect of the Eritish entangie- 
ment in Burmah on the financial condition of 
India with much interest. So say the Britisn 
papers. This is not surprising. Affairs are 
going badly in Bur mah; worse indeed, than 
the public, even the British public, bare any 
idea of. It ts now announced that the 
only solution of the difficulty there is 
the keeping up of a large military 
foreée fortwo years at teast. The miserable 
jangle war offers no prospect of termination, 
end while the actual number of British officers 
kified is small, the number of officers and 
men, both British and Indian, who are being 
invalided by wounds and with constitations 
shattered by the climate, ie abnormally targe 
and out ot all proportion to the advantages 
gained. It is whispered in Indian political 
circles that unless a nge for the better 
takes place shortly, England’s iatest posses- 
sion may have to be given up after all. 


‘*"TRERE is bul a step from the sublime to 
the ridiculous.’’ A sterm ina teacup has been 
heard of before, but a storm in a toy school- 
house occurs less frequentiy. Germany, as ts 
well-known, makes « speciality of the mann 
facture of toys which ere exported to allt parts 
of the world, Paris incladed.
